The long anticipated junction of 
the British and Americans also 
merged the air forces which were 
declared in a special communique 
to be “now enjoying common tar- 
gets.” 

Second American Corps. 

Advanced troops of the Second 
American Corps fought through 
the flank of the withdrawing ene- 
my forces and united with the 
British on the ridge of Chemsi, 
15 miles east of El Guetar on the 
road to the coast.

This decision was affirmed by the 
supreme court of the United 
States. 

In a second legal move Bowen

the Georgia cession statute.

Doctors Urge 
Internment of 


Infected Girls 


CHICAGO, April 7.—(INS)— 
The internment of prostitutes in- 
fected with venerea] disease was 
urged as a wartime precaution to- 
night by two physicians writing in 
‘the Journal of the American Mea- 
ical Association. 

Doctors Hyman Straus and 
Isaak Grunstein, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., who made a study of 615 wom- 
en infected with gonorrhea, wrote: 

“We feel that a prostitute, al- 
though treated, remains potential- 
ly infectious for approximately 
three months, during which time, 
if at large, she is a source of in- 
fection. 

“The cure of an infected prosti- 
tute requires adequate compulsory 
hospitalization. Repeated offenders 
should be interned for the dura- 
tion of the war. If the law now

‘does not adequately remove this 
|public health hazard, as it does 


in most contagion, remedial stat- 
| utes should at once be enacted.” 

The authors pointed out that 100 
infected women, even while under 
private medical ca"™c, conceivaD.y 
could infect approximately could 
infect approximately half a million 
men over a year’s time.

Jay G. Hayden, one of the better columnist 
eniookers at Washington's government and 
political scene, in a recent column foresees the 
defeat of the Rum! pay-as-you-go income tax 
plan as a probable cause of Democratic defeat 
in the presidential election of 1944. 


Hayden, in support of his warning to the 
Democrats, analyzes the vote in the house on 
the Rum) proposal, by states and cities. He 
points out that of the. 198 votes cast in favor 
ef the Rumi plan in the house, 149 are from 
twelve states with 255 electoral votes and those 
°55 votes are altogether likely to determine 
who will be living in the White House when 
January 20, 1945, rolls around. 

As for the house votes which defeated the 
Ruml proposal, they were almost all from ter- 
itory, including the south, which is almost 
always democratic anyway. 

In addition to the analysis by states, Hayden 
shows that the voters in many of the largest, 
key cities, angered by defeat of the pay-as-you- 
go proposal, are quite strong enough, numeri- 
to put their states in the Republican 
column. 

That the Rum! plan will remain a live issue 
is certain. It will be a paramount issue in voter 
opinion, at least, every time the tax question 
comes before the congress. And with each 
recurrence popular demand for the plan will 
increase. Especially when taxes have to be 
made heavier, which is certain to happen before 
the end of this year. How else can the addi- 
tional $16,000,000,000 in revenue needed for the 
war be secured? 

One thing is certain. That is, 85 per cent 
of the voters are heartily in approval of the 
Rum! plan, or some similar method of placing 
income tax payments on a pay-as-you-go basis 
ut the impossible burden of double taxa- 
tion in any one. year. 

This being the case, it is the outstanding 
political mystery of the decade as to why the 
Democrats, with their majority in congress 
already sharply curtailed, with a presidential 
election coming in 1944, could be so politically 
blind as to make a party issue of a question 
én which they were opposing the wishes of an 
overwhelming majority of voters.

Most. of these were based, said the 
WPB, on the false assumption there was lack 
of storage facilities for industrial alcohol.

We have definitely got the tanks licked, 
these observers say. 
Like all other innovations of war, the means 
has apparently been found for putting up a 
successful defense against the tanks. 
These huge armored monsters which cut the 
Polish army to pieces, ran roughshod over the 
French, and drove a thousand miles into Rus- 
sian territory have finally been stopped. They 
no longer hold any terror for Allied soldiers.

It is not in human nature to oppose the idea of getting something 
free. As remarked in this column some days ago, the great majority 
of America’s working people favor some form of social security, 

The previous article was not written to advocate adoption of the 
President's new plan for Utopia, for no such plan can make sense 
unless it includes some plan for paying the bill. The article at- 
tempted only to call attention to certain facts which people must 
consider if they wish to be prepared for the troubled post-war 
future, 

Whatever social security is provided should not be the privilege 
of a favored group, but should be the birthright of every citizen on 
equal terms. Each should be given, within limits, the degree of 
protection justified by what he has paid to the kitty. 

Workers do not desire Socialism, or complete wet-nursing by a 
paternalistic government. They desire only three things: The 
assurance of a job, protection when their earnings are stopped by 
accident or sickness, and protection against destitute old age. 

All of these things are now provided, in some degree, for small 
scattered groups. States, counties, towns, industries, fraternal orders 
and religious bodies now spend millions to provide homes, pensions 
and other forms of care—none of which would be necessary if a 
federal system assumed the burden. 

You will remember the brief and fantastic era of “ham and eggs,” 
“$30 a week” and other handout schemes, when conservatives be- 
came frightened and the government offered an ounce to keep voters 
from taking a ruinous number of pounds. 

That experience should be enough to convince us that whatever 
action is taken should be planned now, when wits are not addled by 
the fear of: want or the frenzy of a political campaign. 

It is almost certain that some action will be taken, soon or late, 
For unless our leaders are wiser and more unselfishly patriotic than 
any other set of leaders since the Constitution was written, there 
will be dark and troubled days after peace comes. 

We shall have a national debt of 500 million dollars and backe 
breaking taxes; 10 million discharged veterans will be looking for 
jobs, and 50 million war’ workers will feel insecure and resentful 
while waiting for readjustment to peacetime production. 

It will be an ideal setup for demagogues, and it will be a hard 
job to keep cranks out of the saddle. Veterans will get whatever 
they demand, and they will demand some kind of security. And 
then it may be too late to talk common sense and arithmetic. 
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“Er... Shouldn’t we submerge petty quarrels in the 
interest of greater national unity?”
